Another indication that advance notice of the impending 


raid had gone out was the fact that one of the "stool pigeons" 
used to get evidence for the prohibition agents, was beaten up 


by an unidentified assailant before the raids started: He suffered 


a broken nose and other injuries. 


These facts, together with the "belief of the prohibition men 


ind the officials that their plans were absolutely secret, caused 
considerable discussion Friday as to where the leak came from.

tion was taken to prevent any notification going out. Telephones 
nere guarded and officers worked in squads to prevent any in- 
formation leaking out in case any should feel so inclined.
